which I made has been confirmed by the 
Minister as regards 235 houses, and it will 
come into operation on August 5, After that 
date, subject to any notificution from the 
Minister, I will apply for an arbitrator to be 
appointed for the erection of those 235 cot- 
tages, and for that purpose I will be asking 
the engineer to group the cottages for con- 
tract purposes, 

In connection with a further 105 cottages, 
in which the inspector agreed to take alter- 
native sites, I have made to-day a further 
Compulsory Purchase Order which will enable 
us to acquire these sites. There will be no 
further public inquiry as regards those 105 
houses, and it is expected that at the expira- 
tion of the usual notice the Minister will con- 
frm this order, so that within a very short 
time—within a month or two—we will be able 
to invite tenders for those 105 cottages. 

At the present time, continued the Commis- 
sioner, [ have the engineer, Mr. Kelly, ap- 
might call a voluntary scheme; that is to say, 
where landowners are agreeable to give one 
acre or half-acre plots to agricultural. workers. 
In this connection I would like to make a 
public appeal to all landowners in the county 
that it would be of great assistance to us 1 
they could see their way to sell to the Board 
suitable sites for the erection of houses for 
the agricultura! workers. By doing this thev 
would enable us to grapple with the housing 
problem in a much more rapid fashion, and 
the compensation payable will be according 
to the scale fixed by the arbitrator for similar 
land in the county. Thus any laridowner who 
wishes to offer a site should do so within the 
next month, as we propose to go ahead with 
several schemes covering the voluntary sites 
which have been offered to us.

HE following statement was issued 
T yesterday by Mr. Eamonn Lynch, 
Secretary of the Irish ‘lrades Union

‘The National Executive of the trish 
Trades Union Congress had under considera- 
tion-at their meeting on the 22nd instant the 
further communication of Mr, Dayin, T.D., 
which appeared in the Press on the 17th 
instant, 

“The National Executive would not at 
this stage have recourse to a further Press 
statement were it not for the foreign issues 
introduced into the original controversy by 
Mr. Davin: firstly, because their original 
reasoned yeply was heavily censored in the 
Press, in strange contrast with the unlimited 
space allowed Mr. Davin; and, secondly, be- 
cause the matter has been referred by them 
to the Executive Council of the Kailway 
Clerks’ Association, 25 Euston road, London-— 
Mr Davin's trade union. 

“ Mr, Davin in his two recent public state- 
ments introduced a number of issves foreign 
to his original charges. The National 
Executive will not be diverted by a 
Mr. Davin’s. red herrings, They are sti 
awaiting the result of the investigations 
which Mr. Davin’s trade union has promised.’’ 


COMMENTS ON ISSUES 


“In the meantime they are constrained to 
make a few comments on some of the 
extraneous issues raised, smoke-screen like, 
by Mr. Davin. : 

“It will be noticed that Mr. Davin’s letter 
of the 17th instant, in reply to the letter of 
the Administrative Code of the Labour 
Party of the 30th ultimo, castigating him for 
his ‘unfounded statements’ expends itself 
practically on the National Executive of 
Congress. The significance of this vituperative 
outburst will be appreciated when it is 
learned that the National Executive, in their 


they intended to ‘sift’ Mr. Davin's charges, 
which they have done by referring the matter 
to the Railway Clerks’ Association, Nothing 
there that should cause so much venom, 

“ Mr, Davin charges the National Executive 
with dealing with the matter through a small 
minority. It would be imteresting to learn 
Mr. Davin’s source of information, The 
meeting to which he refers was a _ plenary 
meeting of the National Executive, fully guail. 
fied to deal with every legitimate matter 
which came before them,’ 


UNION INVESTIGATION 


“ Mr. ‘Davin alleges the National Executive 
acted hastily, and says he was summarily 
found ‘guilty.’ Mr. Davin’s original state- 
ment appeared in the Press on the 1st ultimo, 
and no reply was delivered by the National 
Executive until the 6th ultimo. Surely, there 
was plenty of time between these two dates 
for Mr. Davin to say whether he was cor- 
rectly reported or not. That he was is 
sufficiently proved by himself in his further 
statement on the 9th ultimo, where he glories 
in his charges. In regard to being found 
‘guilty,’ the National Executive still await 
the investigations of his trade union, 

“Mr, Davin has a lot to say ubout ‘ poach- 
ing’ and ‘disruption.’ This is the »red- 
herring on which hs mainly relies. By the 
introduction of this issue he hopes to cover 
up his original ‘unfounded statements’ 
charging trade union officials with acting 
‘ dictatorjally.’ 


“The ineidents which Mr. Davin would 
now raise peculiarly happened as far back 
as January, 1934. If Mr. Davin felt a griev- 
ance then, he might have referred his com- 
plaint to the National Executive; but no, for 
some, occult reason he does not avail of this 
course, but nineteen months after, in his 
Kilkenny speech, he indulges his venom by 
calummiating a corps of men and women 
whose respect and adherance to the prin- 
ciples of their movement are above re 
proach, 


THE DERRY CONGRESS 


“Mr. Davin wuold make believe that the 
recent Trade Union Congress in Derry ex 
onerated him. This is strange in view of the 
fact that the issue was never raised. The 
National Executive might have done so, but 
as the matter had been submitted to Mr. 
Davin’s union it was considered #ub-judice 
at Derry. 

“The National Execntive note with amuse- 


ment Mr. Davin’s admonition to carry out. 


the wishes of Congress in relation to ‘ rival’ 
unions. The National Executive for the past 
nineteen months have produced much 
memoranda by way of draft agreements which 
have resulted in a much improved goodwill 
amongst analogous unions. The National 
Executive, therefore, expresses their utmost 
contempt. for this admonition. and consider 
the raising of this issue now, in view of the 
lapse of time and Mr, Davin's' silence in the

Shipbuilding : 


From Our CorresPonpEent, 
BELFAST, Friday. 


HE announcement that the unemploy- 
ment insurance scheme in Great 
Britain is now showing a “ profit ” of 
£12,000,000 a year is of particular interest 
to Northern Ireland, in view of the re- 
insurance agreement between the two areas. 
Two years ago the British Unemployment 
Fund was running into debt at the rate of 
nearly £1,000,000 a month—that is, the 
amount of money which the fund was 
receiving from its three sources of income 
was not sufficient to meet the demands for 
unemployment benefit, and a deficit of a 
million pounds sterling per month had to 
be made up by loans to the Unemployment 
Fund. In Northern Ireland the Unemploy- 
ment Fund ran into debt to the extent of 
£3,600,000 up to the time that the re- 
insurance agreement was made with the 
British Fund, It was believed that this 
re-insurance agreement, by keeping both 
funds in parity, would prevent further 
debts being accumulated, but, unfortu- 
nately, neither the British nor Northern 
Funds ceased going into debt until the new 
Unemployment Act was passed altering the 
rates of contributions and benefits, The 
Northern Fund piled up another 
£3,000,000 debt in the intervening period, 
and this, like the former debt, is being 
liquidated by annual payments. It is 
suggested that now that the British Fund 
is making a “ profit’’ of twelve million 
per annum, a reduction will be made in 
the weekly contributions to the fund. If 
this should take place the reduced contri- 
butions will also apply in Northern Ire- 
land under the re-insurance agreement, but 
it is forgotten that there is a big debt 
upon the Unemployment Fund accumu- 
lated during lean years, and some provi- 
sion will have to be made to liquidate this 
at a greater rate. With a ratio of unem- 
ployment in Northern Ireland of. about 26 
to 15 in Great Britain, the Northern Fund 
is hardly yet showing a profit, and, if 
contributions are retluced, the prospects 
of reaching that happy state may be post- 


poned, . 
Work Schemes 


With the approach of the winter months 
the provision of work for the unemployed 
is a matter that will require some attention 
in Belfast. Recently the Belfast ra- 
tion put forward a comprehensive scheme 
for city improvements, some items of which 
are worthy of attention. The citizens 
generally are prepared to foot the bill for 
a reasonable amount of development work 
of utility, although they are not disposed 
to face exceptionally large expenditure, At 
the moment the ratepayers do not know 
exactly what their liabilities are under the 
new valuation scheme, but of the 109,000 
business and domestic ratings in Belfast, 
which were subject to the recent re-valua- 
tion, appeals have been lodged in respect 
of 71,723. Until these appeals are dis- 

ed of, and the new rate fixed, the full 
iability of the ratepayers will not be dis- 
closed. Consequently there is a natural 
tendency on the part of the Corporation 
not to enter into any commitments for 
large expenditure, but if Government 
grants for distress relief work are avail- 
able the Corporation might stretch a point 
to undertake, for instance, réclamation 
work or developments in connection with 
the extension of the city boundary which 
would be of permanent value to Belfast. 


Shipbuilding 


It is not often that the Belfast ship- 
yard secures an order from the 
Admiralty; therefore, more than usual 
interest is being taken in the construction 
of the H.M.8, Penelope, which will be 
launched from the Queen’s Island on the 
15th October.

SPADE

FINE IMPOSED ON BRAY 
WOMAN

The manner in which a woman beat a thi¥ee- 
months-old cocker spaniel dog with a spade 
when it attacked her chickens, and inflieted 
such injuries upon it that it had to be .de- 
stroyed by a veterinary surgeon, was told 
at Bray District Court. yesterday, before Mr. 
Conroy, Acting Justice, when Mrs. Jane 
Hollingsworth, Park Lodge,;. Dargle road, 
Bray, was summoned by Mr. Robert Fennell, 
inspector to the County Wicklow Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, .for 
cruelly ill-treating the dog, the property of 
John Berry, St. Cronan’s terrace, Bray. ' 

Mr. Gordon Bradley, solicitor, appéared for 
Mr. Fennell, and Mr. E. M. O’Beirne, solici+ 
tor, defended. ' 

Mr. Bradley said@that’+on the “13th of 
August Mrs. Elizabeth Reilly, the daughter 
of John Berry, heard the dog screannng. She 
went across to the defendaut’s house, and 
saw Mrs. Hollingsworth strike the dog: on 
two occasions with the garden spade. Subse- 
quently the dog was brought to a veterinary 
surgeon, and it was found that its Jeft 
shoulder had been reduced to pulp, and it 
had to he destroyed. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Reilly, St. Brigid’s terrace, 
Bray, bore ont the statement of Mr. Bradley, 
and added that after the defendant struck 
the dog it erawled towards her and rolled 
over. She then recognised that it was her 
father’s dog.

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BOOKS AND MANUSCRIPTS 


In 1801 the Library 
shared by four other great. ies, to 
receive free of charge a copy of every book 
published in the British” provided that 
the Librarian claimed the book within a year 
of publication. In this way the accommoda- 
tion for new books has taken up 
gradually. At the end of 1934, for instance, 
the total number of books in the Library 
was 422,282 and the number of manuscripts 
2,206, which showed an increase on the 

vious year’s figure to the extent of 4,289. 
The authorities of the College, therefore, con- 
tinually have to provide for the new volumes, 
and this really has been the principal factor 
influencing their decision to erect the new 
buildings, 

The rapid increase in the number of books 
made it necessary to enclose the ground 
floor, which, before 1892, had been an open 
colonnade. The western portion of the space 
so enclosed was utilised as a reading room for 
those who are permitted to read in the 
Library. When the new reading room 1s 
completed the existing one will be used also 
for the housing of incoming books, and the 
result will be that the complete building will 
be at the disposal of visitors to the College. 


PLANS OF ROOM 


The plans for the new reading room provide 
for greater accommodation for students. It 
will be an octagonal-shaped building, with a 
diameter of fifty-five feet. and the interior 
will be surrounded by a gallery approximately 
eight feet wide. It will be forty-four feet in 
height from the floor to the ceiling. The 
outside appearance will give the suggestion 
that it is a continuation of the Hall of 
Honour which will be used as the entrance. 
It will extend. into the Provost's gardens. 
Indeed, part of the lawn tennis court had to 
be utilised for the purpose of the building. 

A passage from the ba Library to the 
new building will be constructed, and 
arrangements will be made for the installa- 
tion ol a conveyer for the purpose of trans- 
ferring books from one place to another. The 
architect who will supervise the construction 
will be Mr. R. Caulfeild Orpen, consulting 
architeet to the University. 


VISITORS AND READERS 


The Library of Trinity College is one of 
the most interesting sights of Dublin, and 1s 
visited every year by thousands of people 
who are interested in old manuscripts. The 
principal volumes are the Book of Kells, 
almost every word of which is ornamented 
so abundantly that it has been called the 
most beautiful book in the world; the Book 
of Armagh and the Book of Dimma, 
which are greatly admired also. The 
strange old satchels and shrines’ in 
which the volumes were preserved are 
are exhibited beside ‘them. Among - the 
Celtic books the most famous is the Book of 
Leinster, while among the exhibits are the 
harp which is supposcd to have h used 
by King Brian Boru, some elegraiit gold 
ornaments, including the largest gold orna- 
ment foúnd in Ireland. and a small .origjnal 
bas relief representing Demosthenes at the 
altar, which is said to have been found in 
the ruins of Hadrian’s villa. The number of 
visitors during the year 1935-34 was 5,248. 
The number of readers who uséd the library 
was 32.274 during day hours and 10,074 in 
the evening hours.

The foundation of the library was laid on 
May 12, 1712, the Provost and Fellows haw

To-day, because we have become 
frightened of a word, we refuse to accept 
oad énter the heritage we have made, and 
prefer rather to become soldiers and doctors 
in a savage country. It is a terrible com- 
mentary on the effect of English rule in 
Ireland. 

You, sir, have frequently condemned those 
foolish politics which have sought to revive 
and perpetrate the wrong deeds of the im- 
vader, but the root of the evil still lies 
hidden. Let the Irish Government and 
people which professes to despise the politics 
and the thought of England, first na that 
lesson of hypocrisy and udo-liberalism 
which she would seem to have learned so 
well from them. By all means let us play 
our part among the nations of the world, but 
not in the company of the rabble of little 
States whose communal god and cess-pool 
are at Geneva. If the Irish Government wish 
to maintain this attitude of aggression against 
Italy, then she should Eo the Muirchu 
to the Mediterranean with all haste, lest a 
delay should find the Straits of Gibraltar 
closed to British shipping.—Yours, etc.,

He is “an 
individualist ” and refuses “to poison his 
personality in a hellish soul-destroying con- 
flict.’ Is his personality not in the way of 
being peisoned by such selfish egotism? Is 
he ua sure that by his method in this 
‘full-time job ” he is not in danger of losing 
instead of ‘‘ saving his soul?’’ 

“C.R.P.” says: “Modern warfare is 
inevitably crude, sordid, unchivalrous.”’ 
Modern or otherwise, war is war. Yet a 
great Inshman once wrote :— 

“ And as I note how nobly natures form 

Under the war’s red rain, 
I deem it true that He who made the earthquake 
and the storm. 
Perchance made battle too.”

SHOOTING. OF. GAME 


THE SEASONS IN THE 
FREE STATE 


The following are the seasons, under 
Section 6 of the Game Preservation Act, 
1930, in which game may be killed :— 

Wild Duck, Geese, and Plover—from 12th 
August to end of February. 

i Grouse—From 12th August to 9th Decem- 
er, 

Snipe and Woodeock—From Ist September 
to end of February. 

Pheasant—From list November to end of 
January. 

Partridge—From 1st October until 3lst 
October (both dates inclusive). 

The open season dates apply only to the 
season 1935-6, and can be renewed or annulled 
by the Minister next year or in any future 
year. 

The open season for pheasant is, in the 
ordinary way, from the Ist October to the 
Ist January. The Minister, however; at the 
request of the Irish Game Protection Associa- 
tion, has changed the date under the present 
Order, making the open season from the Ist 
November to the end of January. 

The Prohibition Order relating to partridges 
has, of course, been in effect for some time. 
According to the Secretary of the Association 
(Mr. B. J. Newcombe), this Order has had 
a very beneficial effect on the game, which 
has greatly increased in number. Again acting

Almost 
all the widely-read magazines are illus- 
trated liberally, but, after all, magazines 
are intended rather to pass away the time

On the whole, I cannot regret the 
banishment of pictures from novels, 
Even in their heyday they were a quali- 
fied attraction. If a book is good, its 
reader should be able to form a sufficiently 
clear picture of how its mh le looked and 
the general lay-out of things at the 
exciting moments of the action, upon 
which the artist used always to seize, It 
was disturbing to have one’s mental image 
shattered by the pencil—so often, it 
seemed, the rude and insensitive ci]— 
of the illustrator. Another draw to 
pictures in a book is, of course, that they 
inevitably date it. Nothing is more de- 
pressing than. to glance through the 
pictures in a book published twenty years. 
ago, and nothing is more likely to make 
us put it back, nag fo in the sixpenny 
box.

The outstanding example in 
modern times is, I suppose, the combina- 
tion of Carroll and Tenniel in the two 
“Alice” books. Carroll has had other 
illustrators, and 1 have no doubt that 
children to-day think them excellent; but 
I hope I can say without offence that I 
always feel pity for the children who buy 
them. They do not know it, but they 
have missed something in childhood, They 
will never know what the Mock Turtle 
really looked like, or Bill the Lizard, or 
the White Knight. On a dower plane I 
remember with pleasure the original 
ilhistrations to the Sherlock Holmes 
stories, and, in particular, apart from 
those of the illustrious detective himself, 
one in which the cadaverous Dr. Lysander 
Stark lives, to me, for ever. And I should 
like to include in a mixed bag a tribute, 
since I have never seen one in print, 4o 
the illustrations contributed so T. 
T Whitwell to the early works of 
G. Wodehouse. He is, in black 
and white, the creator of Psmith, and 
there is no artist who has entered, as I 
see it, so fully into the mind of the 
Master. 


The Dust-wrapper 


To some extent the absence of pictures 
in the text is redeemed by the illtistrated 
dust-wrappers which many publishers use, 
and by the coloured covers of cheap 
editions. Perhaps the whole question of 
pictures or no pictures is involved in a 
curious way with the probable social status 
or financial position of the reader; for 
the less one pays the more likely one is to 
have an illustration thrown in. But I am 
not sure that redeemed is quite the best 
word here. The majority of the picture 
wrappers appearing at present I find very 
poor. There are exceptions, of course, and 
among them I should like to mention the 
decorative and often admirably-drawn 
covers put out by Messrs. Hodder and 
Stoughton. The majority, however, are 
crude and often highly misleading For 
instance, I have by me a shilling edition 
of an excellent detective story, written in 
the more austere and classical manner, of 
which the cover depicts luridly an attack 
upon a ship by pirates. e incident 
which inspires it is described indirectly 


An even worse example is a sixpenny 
edition of a book of bitter little short 
stories of the East by a very celebrated 
author, who utterly scorns both the sensa- 
tional and the romantic. It is decorated 
with a picture of a scantily-clad dancing 
girl, who does not appear in the book at 
all, and, to make matters worse, the 
ublishers have given a new title to the 
k for the cheap edition, in order, pre- 
sumably, to deceive us into thinking that 
we have not read it. Bat the art of the 
misleading title and the ill-judged ‘‘ puff,”’ 
although an interesting one, is compli- 
cated, and needs an article to itself.

“OMMANDER ' his 
career in the old windjammer days, 
“and has been associated with the sea since 
1878. He tells tale after tale of adventure 
ashore and t. Occasionally he drops 
in a word or two of advice and criticism— 
warning parents, for example, against 
sending their boys to.sea in these decadent 
days, when men with master’s tickets are 
serving before the mast owing to. the great 
number of officers as compared with ships. 
Commander Boothby extracted plenty of 
fun out of a hard life when he was an 
apprentice and a junior officer. Typical 
of his stories is one about a score of 
apprentices who, while lying at Portland, 
hired two boxes in a theatre where there 
was a '“leg show.” Every one of them 
borrowed either a ship’s telescope or a pair 
of marine glasses, and at a given signal 
rose and surveyed the stage through it, They 
chorus collapsed, and the management re- 
quested the apprentices to leave, consider- 
ing it cheaper to return their money. When 
transporting cattle Commander Boothby 
had on board a cow which had just given 
birth to a calf. She was milked daily for 
the benefit of the officers’ breakfasts. One 
of the firemen used to sneak at night into 
the pen where this cow was kept and take 
the milk, but the foreman stopped this 
depredation by substituting a wild steer 
for the cow and putting out the lights. 


At Larne 


Commander Boothby often touched at 
Belfast in his travels. His most intimate 
association with Ireland, however, was 
during the war, when, for a time, he was 
stationed at Larne as mine-sweeping offi- 
cer. One of his stories of Larne will 
puzzle Ulster people, if it does not, indeed, 
‘make some of them indignant. Lord 
Carson, who was then First Lord of the 
Admiralty, came over to inspect them. 
“ He had a wonderful reception from the 
civihan pope amen Lat I think that the 
majority of the Larne people were any- 
thi but loyal,’ writes Commander 
Boothby. Some of the officers had 
organised a pierrot troupe, and they gave 
an entertainment, to which a number of 
civilians came. ‘‘ At the end of the show, 
when the National Anthem was played, 
a lot. of these jokers began to boo, and 
there was a free ficht.”’

M HENRY MIGNET tried to learn 
¢ to fly an orthodox aeroplane, and 
came to the conclusion that he was in- 
capable of becoming a pilot. ' The aero- 
plane is the only machine upon which it 
is necessary to learn. how not to put 
oneself in danger.” In an aeroplane, M. 
Mignet writes, the beginner realises that 
he is out of position only after it has 
happened, He blames delayed control: 
‘it ig an inherent vice,” 

He studied the birds, how they flew. 
Then he built the Pou-du-Crel. With a 
teut in which to sleep he went into the 
country and experimented with the 
machine, rectifying the various faults as 
they arose. At last it flew satisfactorily, 
proved itself steadier than the ordinary 
acropiane—and cost about 4,000 francs. 
It was, he claimed, the smallest and safest 
aeroplane in the world. 

Finally, M. Mignet wrote a book about 
it, and so impressed’ with this book were 
the Air League of the British Empire 
that. they had it translated, and published. 
It deseribées im an amusing way the 
author’s experiments and trials, and goes 
on to give detailed instructions for the 
building of small, light aeroplanes. In 
the preface Air Commodore J. A. Chamier 
says that M. Mignet “‘ has proved that the 
romance and the spirit which inspired the 
early pioneers of flight are still with us, 
only waiting for such an outlet as he has 
provided.” 

Several machines similar te the Flyine 
Flea have been built in France. At the 
time when the book was being translated 
M. Mignet had flown one hundred hours 
in his. '“ If you can nail together a pack- 
ing case you can construct an aeroplane,”' 
he states in bold, black type. 
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The World of Nature. By H. C. Knapp- 
Fisher. London: Gollanez. 6/- net. 


R. KNAPP-FISHER’S book is a most 
enticing invitatidén to the general 
reader to. become acquainted with the 
world of nature. In his preface Professor 
MacBride says that the author has set 
himself the difficult task of making the 
world of nature intelligible to the ordinary 
educated person who has had no special 
scientific training. ‘The success which he 
has attained is manifest to anyone who 
reads a portion of the text. 

Having begun with the seashore, its 
creatures and seaweeds, the author next 
outlines the plant world, from its smallest 
representatives to the loftiest trees; then 
he goes on to survey the insect life, the 
fishes, reptiles, Litds and mammals. Man 
himself is not overlooked, nor are the 
simplest cells of life, the earliest forms of 
creatures on earth, omitted. Not alone is 
the reader introduced to every form of life 
and supplied with information which 
should enable him to identify it, but the 
unity of all life is clearly revealed to him 
in a way that will tend to increase his 
interest in natural history and encourage 
him to inquire further. 

Mr. Knapp-Fisher has an engaging style 
that attracts his reader. The novice may 
be surprised to learn that nine parts of 
his own body are composed of water, and 
he will: be much impressed with the

SAS strange and doubting mind which 
gave us dreamy dramas, where 
Tintagel wandered in castles with unend- 
ing corridors, M. Maeterlinck, here offers 
a book of meditations before death.

Thoughts are 
jotted down in single, epigrammatic 
sentences or in disjointed paragraphs ; nod 
argument can be traced through the whole.

We are already living in the grave. 
Human beings have only one certain 
and inalienable felicity; it is that they 
can hope for death. 
We shall never know that we are dead, 
The living are the dead on holiday.

The majority of human beings live 
only in order not to die. nee 
A block of quartz or granite is as 
spiritual as a pensée of Pascal's. 

This sort of writing is nothing but a 
trick, and a monotonous trick at that.

Europe by Canoe 
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Canoe Errant. By Major R. Raven-Hart, 
Londen: John Murray. 7/6 net. 


HEN we were boys a book which 
described far voyages in a Rob Roy 
canoe made some of us wild to go to sea 
in craft of that type. Major Raven-Hart’s 
interesting volume shows that long voyages 
in Continental Europe may be made by 
canoe, with ease and pleasure.

as Borrovian, it is. practical, helpful, 
plain. The author gives lists of maps, 
equipment, prices, Customs data and so 
forth—just what Borrow would have 
ignored, in favour of a quotation from an 
Armenian poet or a serap of mis-spelt 
Irish, 

In coming years Major Raven-Hart hopes 
to dip his paddle in the waters of 
Dordogne and the Basque country ; also to 
sail the lakes of Italy “if that country 
ever makes reasonable arrangements for 
the transport of the boat.” He will visit 
Poland, too, ‘‘ and Finland, with the lakes, 
but for me especially a river that starts up 
within the Arctic Circle and flows north, 
to be done in June as so to have the mid- 
night sun; and the Scandinavian coasts 
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“No Charlatan Am 1” and “Fear,” by 
Patrick Kavanagh, are the latest additions to 
our series of poems.

Actually, there is 
nothing sought by the former which cannot 
be attained by the latter. It is not as if 
Mr de Valera’s Government were made 
up of those implacable idealists who can 
see no freedom for Ireland until she has 
cut herself off completely both from Great 
Britain and the rest of the world. On 
the contrary,’ it has been in office long 
enough to learn that there is a certain 
link with the Commonwealth which is 
worth maintaining, and that there is a 
community of interests which is quite 
natural and desirable. If Mr. de Valera’s 
republic were established next week, it 
still would recognise the need for 
improving trade between the two neigh- 
bouring islands, the need for some kind of 
arrangement for mutual defence in time 
of war, and the need for some “ external 
association ” politically. . I$ is almost 
impossible to see how such a republic 
would differ from a Free State within the 
Commonwealth—at any rate, there is no 
difference worth fighting about. Free State 
politicians, in this matter, seem to be con- 
cerned more with the names of things than 
the things themselves. ‘‘ The Empire,”’ 
in particular, is made a bogey for that 
part of the public which does not stop to 
consider that the whole conception of 
imperialism has changed in the last few 
years as it applies to the Dominions. They 
are self-governing in a real sense, subject 
neither to English legislation nor to 
English interference. Constitutionally, 
they are free to do whatever they like, 
and their position is distinguished from 


| that of republics only by the fact that they 


are bound together by certain common 
interests which are recognised, amongst 
other people, by Mr. de Valera. In such 
circumstances, appeals to the Irish people 
to “ strike another blow for freedom '' 
really are in the nature of a hoax ; for any 
changes that are thought necessary can 
be made as easily inside tre present frame- 
work as outside it. Such points, however, 
are not unduly stressed at election time ; 
for experience has shown that many people 
can be aroused by the rattling even of a 
non-existent chain.

The Mind in Fetters 


When Constantinople fell to the Turks, 
five hundred years ago, its fall brought 
intellectual consequences which hardly 
have ended yet. Greek scholars fled to 


them ideal as 


pedagogues. Meeting eager minds, they 
gave. of their best. So rose the great 
Renaissance schools, in which letters, 
science and art were started on a brilliant 
course, At the recent Conference on 


Academic Freedom, held ín Oxford, 


 Proféssor Norman Bentwich compared the 
spread oí scholarly talcht from fallen 


Byzantium with what has taken place 
recently . under the stress of Nazi 
intolerance. Over a thousand scholars— 
chiefly lecturers and research workers— 
have been removed: from their posts in 
Germany on account of th” race, or their 
religious or political opinions, and more 
than half of them have found academic 
appointments in other lands. The most 
famous man. of science in our generation. 
Dr, Einstein, is among those whom 
Germany has sent into exile, for no more 
heinous offence than was alleged long ago 
in the proverbial verse, “I do not like 
thee, Doctor Fell.”” Germany’s loss is 
other countries’ gain. By an odd turn of 
history, Constantinople, from which the 
Turks once drove learning, has become, 
under its new name of Istanbul, and stil) 
under the Turkish flag, an asylum for the 
learned refugees of the present day. Over 
fifty lecturers and research workers, whom 
Nazi Germany has cast out, have found 
a welcome on the Bosporus, and now are 
busy in the service of Turkey renascent. 
Yesterday Germany led Europe in 
scientific progress, while Turkey was tho 
most backward of nations. To-morrow, 
perhaps, Germany will worship Thor and 
Woden in the darkness that its leaders 
have chosen, while a new enlightenment 
will beacon from Istanbul and Ankara. 
To that paradoxical issue, history now 
tends; although we'find’it hard to believe 
that present courses will be pursued so 
far. i 

Is it not an ironic commentary on our 
centúry's faith in progress that such a 
problem as academic freedom should need 
discussion? Im the first decade of this 
century intellectual liberty had come to be 
regarded as an axiom of civilised life. If 
the mind of man anywhere was curbed by 
a State's demands, this was thought to be 
an anomaly which would cease as soon as 
it was exposed. The restriction of liberty 
of speech in war-time was regarded as a 
| war measure not less unnatural than the 
rationing of food or the darkening of 
cities at night; but this measure was not 
repealed generally when peace came. 
Throughout the vast domains of the 
Russian Soviets the teaching of Christian 


dogma to children was prohibited. From 


the marshes of Poland to frozen Vladi- 
vostok, in the Far East, Christian liberty

world’s light the spirit is enslaved. 
Choicest of the blessings of peace, a 
treasure for which men have died cheer- 
fully, liberty is lost, as if the world were 
locked in unending warfare. 

Even in those lands where the excesses 
of Germany and Italy still excite horror 
all is not well. In these islands we never 
expect to see learning subjected to armed 
parties. Nevertheless, even here the State 
makes demands upon the intellect which 
would shock earlier generations. Every 
year sees bolder claims made by the State 
in the moulding of the minds of the young, 
the shaping of the national culture. Every 
year sees the liberty of the teacher more 
narrowly circumscribed. Fewer become 
those schools and teachers which possess a 
distinct personality. The old grammar 
school. languish; and those schools, of 
master and disciples, of which Patrick 
Pearse wrote in his idealistic essay on 
future Irish education, never’ were more 
remote from probability. Reading books 
are standardised ruthlessly, and sometimes 
whimsically. A few years ago, moved by 
the commendable purpose to give history 
and geography a local realism in children’s 
minds—a policy which has yielded good 
fruit in other lands—the Free State 
Ministry of Education decreed the use of 
loca] histories. For a few counties readers 
were compiled, although in a sketchy 
manner ; but no use is made of these books 
now. Perhaps, the demands of a uniform 
examination system made local studies 
unacceptable. Perhaps, inspectors were 
unable to test this branch of studies. In 
any event, the policy was scrapped, and 
grim, State-wide uniformity of reading 
was restored. Many other examples could 
be cited. The parent who watches over 
burdened children struggling with the 
compulsory programmes, and _ lacking 
leisure for any liberal reading, needs none. 
Teachers,. who are compelled to teach new 
subjects and have no scope for persona! 


cultivation of the classes, know well how 


the school machine is preying on freedom 
and true efficiency. We do not Advocate 
licence. The State has a right to encourage 
such studies as are deemed beneficial ; but 


encouragement is one thing, while universal! 


compulsion is something different and 
How happy would Ireland be if, 
true to her old name, Insula Doctorum, 
she should declare for the maximum of 
liberty in culture, and so rouse up racial! 
energies that the mentally enslaved nations 
would envy! 


A Sorry Project 


For some years past it has been evident 
that the splendid Library of Trinity 
College, Dublin, large though it is, is not 
large enough. Thousands of new books 
demand admission every year to the 
already overcrowded shelves, and the 
reading-room is too smal! to cope with the 
increasing numbers of people who seek 
accommodation there. In order to ease 
the strain the College authorities have de- 
cided to build a new reading-room, which 
will extend from the back of the Hal! ot 
Honour into the Fellows’ Garden, and 
will be connected by a passage with the 
Library. We should like to believe that 
the new building will be an adornment to 
the College. It has been designed by a 
distinguished architect, and its construc- 
tion will be supervised by another distin- 
guished architect, so that, as buildings yo, 
it promises to be an admirable building. 
Yet we cannot but feel that the College s 
quiet beauty will suffer, that a fine air 
of spaciousness will be lost. Everybody 
whose memory of the Front Square goes 
back ten years or so can recall how ex- 
quisite was the view across the green ex- 
panse of the Fellows’ Garden, and how 
deep was the genera! regret that it should 
be occluded almost entirely by the Hall of 
Honour—although that, too, was a well- 
designed and worthy building. Now the 
little that remains of a lovely prospect will 
be blotted out by the new reading-room: 
the Front Square will be invested on every 
side by stone, and future generations of 
undergraduates will be denied a scene that 
brought keen delight to thousands of their 
predecessors. We regret that the Board 
of Trinity College—if the Board, indeed, 
is to blame—has taken this decision. A 
lack of taste that might be pardoned in 
the Dutlin Corporation cannot be forgiven 
in the authorities of a college which 
has remained proof for so long against 
vandalistic impulses. If the Board per. 
sists in this desecration, what defence will 
it be able to make when—as almost 
certainly will happen some day—the ruth- 
less hand of progress seeks to sacrifice 
Trinity College to the necessities of trans- 
port? The foundations of the new reading- 
room have not yet been laid. There is 
still time to abandon a most lamentable 


project,

Italy is speeding up the despatch of troops and equipment to 
East Africa, in view of the possibility that Britain may try to impose 
the sanction of closing the Suez Canal.

THE ETHIOPIAN 


———— 


. From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
ADDIS ABABA, Friday. 


Every Abyssinian male between the ages 
of 15 and 80 is now holding himself in 
readiness for any eventuality. Although 
no new steps have been taken by the 
Government in the direction of actual 
mobilisation, it is pointed ont that the 
mobilisation of the Ethiopian Army cannot 
be compared with that of a modern Euro- 
pean force. It is already an extra- 
ordinarily mobile body, which can be put 
into the field at extremely short notice. 

General mobilisation will only take place 
when the Emperor himself rides out on 
his white horse to take command of ‘his 
troops, and there is no question of that 
at the moment. The rainy season always 
finishes at the end of September. and no 
move is possible before then. The fact 
that the rains were especially strong at 
the beginning of the season means that 
they will be weaker at the end, but the 
length of the season does not change. 

Wahib Pasha, the former Turkish 
General, who has been engaged with the 
Abyssinian Army for some time past, left 
to-day for Harrar. Before Jeaving he er. 


_ couraged his compatriots here to remain 


calm and confident, and, if necessary, to 
take up arms against an aggressor. 


THE INJURED CONSUL 


Meanwhile the excitement caused yester- 
day by the accident to the Italian Consu 
at Debra Marcos, Baron Muzzi Falconi, 
has now died down. 

When the news first reached here that 
the Consul, who is the son-in-law of the 
British Minister, Sir Sidnev Barton. had 
been shot it was thought that he had been 
the victim of an outrage by Abyssinian 
tribesmen. Now, however, the Italian 
Minister here has c“iciallv informed the 
Ethiopian Foreign Minister that the 
Consul was the victim of a self-inflicted 
wound caused by an accident, 


EMPEROR’S SOLICITUDE 


When the Emperor was informed in the 
middle of the night of the accident to 
Baron Falconi he immediately arose and 
sent his private secretary, with municipal 
horsemen, out to meet the wounded man. 
An inquiry which he ordered to take place 
at once began at 4.30 in the morning. 

The Italian Minister (Count Vine), 
who called at the Ministry for Foreign 
Affairs to confirm officially that the Consul 
had wounded himself accidentally. ex- 
pressed his thanks for the dolicitude shown 
by the Ethiopian authorities.

SIR ALDO CASTELLANIS 
APPOINTMENT 


From Revutrer’s Correspondent. 
ROME, Friday. 


_ Signor Mussolini has appointed Sir Aldo 
Castellani, the well-known Harley street 
Specialist on tropical diseases, to be 
health consultant in East Africa. This 
means that he will be in charge of the 
health of the whole civil and military 
population. - 

Sir Aldo Castellani is a Lecturer at the 
London, School of Tropical Medicine, and 
Director-in-Chief of the Ross Institute 
and Hospital. During the War he was 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the Royal Italian 
Medical Service (Balcanic Zone, 1915-18), 
and a member of the Inter-Allied Sanitary 
Commission. 

In 1902-3 he was a member of the 
Foreign Office and Royal Society’s Commis- 
sion on Sleeping Sickness in Uganda, and 
he is chiefly known for his work in connec- 
tion with tropical diseases. 

He has recently been experimenting in 
types of topees in Italy. 

Sir Aldo Castellani’s appointment means 
that he will not be returning to London 
for some time to come. He is now giving 
lectures to Italian officers for the Medical 
Service who are due to leave for the 
Colonies at the well-appointed Institute 
for Tropical Medicine in Rome. It is 
expected that he will be leaving again for 
Italian East African colonies shortly to 
Supervise the organisation there. 


THE SUEZ CANAL 


Meanwhile a big inerease in the number 
of ships leaving Naples is evident this 
week. It is thought that the Italian 
authorities are pushing ahead their pre- 
parations as rapidly as possible, in view 
of the possibility that Great Britain may 
try to impose at Geneva the sanction of 
closing the Suez Canal, and in order to 
be ready for an Abyssinian campaign at 
the earliest possible date. | 

Although it is felt that Britain would. 
never succeed in getting this sanction 
imposed, the question is, nevertheless, 
arousing some preoccupation here, Mea- 
sures to meet such an eventuality have, it 
is understood, already been considered by 
the Italian Military Staff. 

Still further squadrons of bombing and 
reconnaissance ‘planes—24 machines in 
all—were embarked to-day at Naples for 
shipment to the Italian East African 
Colonies. Ten other machines left yester- 
day for Naples on board the aircraft-carrier 
Miraglia. :

The following statement was issued by 
the Government Information Bureau last 
evening :— 

“The Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce has received the report of the Pr.ces 
Commission on an investigation made by 
the Commission as to wheth 
ably high retail prices are being charged 
throughout Saorstat Eircann for bread 
made for sale, wholesale or retail, from 
wheaten flour or wheaten meal. 

“ The report states that the Commission, 
in accordance with the terms of Section 
25 (3) of the Control of Prices Act, 1932, 
gave public notice, on 5th August, 1935, of 
their opinion that both <he retail and 
wholesale prices of the commodity in 
question were unreasonably high, and that 
they specified in the notice the prices to 
which such prices should, in the opinion of 
the Commission, be reduced, and required 
such reductions to be made before the 19th 
August, 1935. 

‘It having come to the knowledge of the 
Commission that the reductions required 
by the said notice have not, in certain 
areas, been made within the time specified 
in such notice, the Commission state that 
they are of opinion that the best method 
of enforcing the reductions required by 
such notice is to set into motion the pro 
visions of Section 26 of the Control of 
Prices Act. 

“The Commission state that they are of 
opinion that the Minister should make 
‘rders fixing the maximum retail and 
wholesale prices of the commodity, and 
that such orders should apply to the entire 
area of Saorstat Eircann. 


Commission are at present being con- 
sidertd by the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce.”’ 


THE PROCEDURE 

Section 26 of the Control of Prices Act, 
1931, is the section which directs the pro- 
cedure with regard to tke issue of price 
orders when a recommendation to that 
effect is made by the Prices Commission. 
The Order, if and when made by the 
Minister, shall be published in Iris 
Oifigiuil, and shall specify the date on 
which it is to come into force, its duration, 
and the area to which it is to apply. 
According to the above statement, the 
Commission have recommended that it 
shall apply to the whole of the Free State.

HDMONTON, ALBERTA, Friday. ' 

‘~The elections for the Province of Alberta 
have resulted in a startling success for the 
‘* Social Credit” Party, the followers of the 
economic theories of Major Douglas, ; 

-“* Five pounds a month for every adult 
citizen,’’ was the election cry used by the 
party, which entered a candidate for every 
one of the 63 seats in the Legislature, The 
slogan was so successful that 37 Social Credit 
candidates have already been elected against 
only two Liberals and one Conservative, 
while the Social Credit candidates are also 
leading in 22 of the remaining 25 constitr 
encies. va 

This Social Credit suctess has created a 
tremendous sensation in Canada. 


A NEW PREMIER 


Mr. William Aberhart, the leader of the 
Social Credit League, though not himself a 
candidate, anneunces that he is ready to 
assume the Premiership, and it is presumed 
that a seat will be fownd for him in the 
Legislature at a by-election. 

Mr. G. J. Reid, the Premier and leader of 
the United Farmers’ Party, which has been 
in power since 1921, has conceded defeat and 
states that the Government is ready to resign 
as soon as possible. 

It is expected that Mr. Aberhart will now 
invite Major Donglas to re-visit Canada, 
although Mr. Aberhart’s plan differs in several 
respects from the orthodox Douglas plan. 

Mr. Aberhart had stated before the elec- 
tions that it would probably be ci-lLteen 
months before his scheme would be worked 
out in sufficient detail to be put into opera- 
tion, 


£5 A MONTH 


The opponents of the scheme declare that 
it will cost £24,000,000 a year to pay the 
promised £5 to each adult at present in 
Alberta, while it is predicted that, in the 
meantime, there may be a remarkable influx 
of new citizens to Alberta, all seeking a 
share in Mr. Aberhart’s so-called “' basic 
dividend,”’ 

In addition to its promise of £5 a month, 
the Social Credit League advocates the estab- 
lishment of a “just price” to eliminate “ all 
profiteering *’ and to remove the * demoralis- 
ing effect of unemployment.”’ 

Four parties, with candidates totalling 240, 
contested the election—the United Farmers, 
the Liberals, the Conservatives, and the Social 
Credit League. 

The Liberals promised an inquiry into the 
feasibility of applying Social Credit policy 
to Alberta, but the Conservatives :inflexibly 
opposed social credit throughout the cam- 
paign, It is believed that record number of 
yotes was polled.

PART-TIME -MEMBERS 


The remaining members of the Board 
will be part-time members. They will 
correspond to part-time directors of an 
ordinary limited company, and will be 
remunerated on the basis which is usual 
in the case of part-time directors. 

The Government are under a debt of 
gratitude to these gentlemen, who have 
consented to accept part-time seats on the 
Board, and to undertake a very responsible 
and onerous public service. 

The main burden of administration of 
the Board will fall upon the whole-time 
Chairman and the technical staff to be 
appointed by the Board. The staff will, 
In accordance with the terms of the Act, 
be recruited from those already engaged 
in the industry, and the Board wil! have 


have hitherto carried on transport 

The chairman of the new board is a son 
of the late Rev. J. Courtney Clarke, D.D., 
of Galway, who was Moderator of the 
General Assembly in the year 1910-11. He 
is a graduate of the old Royal University 
of Ireland, and was admitted a solicitor 
in 1910, taking high honours in his final 
} examination. In 1914 he was appointed a 
Local Government ‘auditor, and served in 
that capacity in various parts of Ulster 
‘until the transfer of services to the 
Government of Northern Ireland. He 
then applied to serve in the North, and 
became accountant to the Ministry of 
Home Affairs. Later he was appointed 


principal clerk in the Home Affairs 
Branch, and in 1923 he received the 
O.B.E. 


Mr. Clarke was a member of the Road 
Transport Fares Tribunal which was 
established under the Motor Vehicles and 
Road Transport Act of 1929, following the 
private bus competition in Belfast. This 
tribunal will now be superseded by the 
new Transport Board. 


EARL OF ENNISKILLEN 

The Earl of Enniskillen is the fifth 
holder of the earldom, to which he suc- 
ceeded on the death of his father in 1924. 

The Earl was educated privately and at 
Eton, was commissioned in the 4rd 
Battalion Royal Enniskillen Fusiliers 
(Fermanagh Militia) and later in the 
7th Queen’s Hussars, with which regi 
ments he served in the South African 
War, being awarded the Queen’s Meda! 
with five clasps. Retiring from the 7th 
Hussars he was appointed major in the 
North of Ireland Imperial Yeomanry. 
known later as the North Irish Horse, and 
given command of the ‘‘ € ” Squadron at 
Enniskillen. He served with the North 
Irish Horse in France and Belgium, being 
mentioned in despatches and receiving the 
C.M.G., and at the close of the war he was 
an ‘aide-de-camp on the staff of the Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland. 

After the termination of the war Lord 
Enniskillen. settled down at the family 
home, Fforencecourt, and .has taken a 
deep interest in the public affairs of his 
native county. He will bring to the Board 
a thorough knowledge of the general work 
of transport throughout Fermanagh, and 
a practical mind in dealing with the 
various problems that arise. 


OTHER MEMBERS 

Mr. D. Wilson Smyth is a Deputy-Lieu- 
tenant for County Down, a member of the 
Ulster and Union Clubs, Belfast, and of 
the Council of the Royal County Down 
and Malone Golf Clubs. 

Mr. 8. G. Haughton is a vice-president 
of the Irish Association on Advertising, 
and has played a prominent part in pro- 
moting the interests of the Irish linen in- 
dustry all over the world, more particu- 
larly in the British Dominions and in the 
United States. ; 

Mr. James FE. Wilson is a prominent 
member of the Committee of the Ulster 
Branch of the Royal Automobile Club, 
and has rendered invaluable service in 
connection with the Tourist Trophy race 
since its inauguration. He is also a 
member of the local committee of the race, 
and a trustee of the Race Fund. 

Mr. Robert H. Smyth, D.L., occupies a 
leading position in the commercial life of 
‘Derry City and the North-West generally. 
As chairman for the past eight years of 
Derry Port and Harbour Commissioners 
he has devoted himself with the greatest 
enthusiasin to the business of this Board. 
He was elected a member of this body in 
1914, and is now second senior member.

Virtual control of the credit policy of 
the American banking system was secured 
for the Government to-day by the signa- 
ture of the revised Banking Bill by 
President Roosevelt. 

The version finally adopted by both 
Senate and House of Representatives, after 
long and stormy debates, gives to the 
Government-appointed Federal Reserve 
Board control of the open market policy 
of the Federal Reserve Banks through a 
7 to 5 majority over the representatives of 
the banks in the special Committee em- 
powered to control these activities. 

Moreover, President Roosevelt is em- 
powered to get rid of any opposition from 
the present members of the Federal Re- 
serve Board by appointing a new Board 
before February 1 next. He will, how- 
ever, have to secure approval of the Senate 
for the composition of such a new Board. 

An effort on the part of the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee to curtail Government con- 
trol of credit by authorising the Reserve 
Banks to underwrite new issues to securi- 
ties, was killed in the Conference Com- 
mittee which approved the final draft. 

The most determined opponent of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's efforts to secure 
contralised Government control over 
Federal Reserve credit policy, in place of 


the present somewhat loose regional 
organisation, has been Senator Carter 
Glass, ‘‘father’’ of the original Act 


establishing the Federal Reserve system 


before the war.

THREE MINISTERS RESIGN 
From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT. 
BELGRADE, Friday. 


A political crisis was precipitated to- 
day, when three Ministers handed in their 
resignation to the Premier (M. Stojadino- 
vitch) in an attempt to overthrow the 
Government. The Premier, however, hopes 
to avoid any aggravation of the situation 
that would involve the whole Cabinet until 
after the meeting of the Little Entente at 
Bled on August 29th and 30th. For several 
days he had been hoping to postpone any 
resignations before the Bled meeting. 

The three Ministers who have resigned 
are M. Auer (Justice), M. Preka (Social 
Policy) and M. Stefanovitch (Forests and 
Mines). 

The chief reasons for this attempt to over- 
throw the Government of M. Stojadino- 
vitch are stated to be: (1) Conditions in 
Croatia and Dalmatia, where the masses 
are reported to have thrown over the traces 
completely ; (2) the formation of the new 
Yugoslav Radical Union, to which the 
three Ministers who have resigned cannot 
belong; (3) the alleged intentidn of the 
Premier to hold on to power, instead of 
handing over to a neutral Government.
